damage, everything was perfectly quiet 
and the garrison chafing under enforced 
inactivity 
Nevertheless, special dispatches from 
Estcourt enlarge on the reported battles 
and insist th at the Hoers received a 
more terrible loss ou W ednesday than 
any previous tight. 
According to these 
circum stantial accounts the Hoers a t­ 
tem pted to reach the north end of Lady­ 
sm ith with a large force, but were un­ 
able to make headway against the fire 
of the British riflemen and Maxims. 
L ater.it is added, the British force worked 
round the Boer flank, causing the latter 
to w ithdraw under the deadly fusillade 
w ith exceedingly heavy losses.

num ber of dead and wounded are said 
to have been left on the field aud a 
num ber of prisoners captured.
